Ap from all thoſe great Helps, J have 
the better known, H ow to vid, what 
hath been materially objected, againſt any 
former Schemes, which have been propo- 
Sd, for Relieving and Imploying the Poor. 
And I have allo known How to mmprow 
thoſe many good Notions, which I have 
met-with, relating to the Premiſes. 

Bur before I ſhall humbly propoſe any 
Methods, for Relievine and Imploying the 
Poor, I muſt beg leave to make ſome 
few general Obſervations, relating to the 
Poor. And then to mention ſome par- 
cularReaſons or Conſiderations, upon 
-which the following propos'd Scheme, 

for Relieving and Imp Hing the Poor, is 
grounded. And the great Wiſdom of our

Tus principal Intents and Purpoſes of all 
Laws, concerning tlie Poor, are Four, vzz. 


Firſt, ComroRTABLY to maintain all 
thoſe Poor, whoſe Infancy, Age, or In- 
firmities, render them incapable of La- 
bour, ſo that none of them may be o- 
blig'd or permitted to beg. 


Secondly, To uſe the moſt probable 

| Means, by Incouragements, and Corre- 
ctions, reſpectively to be apply'd, to re- 
form the profligate Poor, and particu- 
larly to convert the ſeditious Populace. 


Thirdly, IN the moſt beneficial Man- 
ner, for Great Britains Common Good, to 
imploy all the Capable Poor, according 
to their reſpective Capacities. 


Fourthly, and Laſtly, GRADUALLY to 
ſink our Poor Rates, and Occaſional Cha 
rities, both which are now ſuppos'd to 
be Fifteen hundred thouſand Poundsper- 
Annam, Charge to the Nation. But, 
NOTWITHSTANDING , Our numerous

Secondly, WHEN the Generality of the 
Poorer Sort, are bred up in Ignorance, 
and Idleneſs, and common Begging, and 
many other Vices, and are particularly

THERE are ſome coarſe Flaxen- threads, 
ſpun for Three-pence per Pound, and then 
ſold, for Nine-pence per Pound, and in fo- 
reign Parts there is Flax now Spun ſo fine, 
that one Ounce thereof, hath been fold 
in London for five Guineas; ſo that the 
fineſt Flaxen- thread hath been here ſold, - 
for two thouſand, two hundred and forty 
W times the Price of the coarſeſt Flaxen- 
thread. And one Ounce, of the coarſeſt 
Flaxen- thread, may not reach above 200 
hundred Yards ; whereas the fineſt Flax- 
en-thread, now Spun by Children under 
ſeven Years of Age, ſhall reach twelve 
thouſand Yards, which is Sixty times 
the length of the coarſeſt Sort.

For Children under ſeven 
Jears old, are capable of being employ'd, 
in very many Sorts of ManutaCtures, be- 
ſides — Spining, or Weaving. 
And T have juſt Caule to think that, no 
Kingdom, or State upon Earth, hath 
more Sorts of Manufactures, than are 
now made, in this united Kingdom. And 
moſt of our preſent Manufactures, have 
been much improv'd, within forty Years 
paſt, and it is the Opinion, of ſome of 
the moſt Ingenious, in every Kind of 
Manufacture, that each Sort is capable, of 
much farther Improvements. — 
Bur it would require Volumes, parti- 
cularly to treat, of what Improvements 
might be made, in each, and every Kind 
of Manufacture. But, | 
NOTHING is more neceſſary for the 
Support of Life, than Hausbandry and Gar- 
dening; and both theſe, within this pre- 
lent Age, have been mightily improv'd, 
and nothing is more capable than theſe, 
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of much farther Improvements , if the 
moſt proper Meaſures were taken in or- 
der thereunto ; for one Acre of Land, with 
leſs than one Peck of Seed, hath produc'd, 


two hundred and twenty Buſhels : where- 
as, in the common Methods practis d by 


Husbandmen, two Buſhels of Seed, in 
one Acre, doth not now produce twenty 
Buſhels, taking one Year. with another, 
and one Acre with another, th oughout 
the Kingdom.
